Ketcheson said that, personal- 
ly wanting to hear the views of 
the young men and boys in the 
industry in general, on quotas, 
financing, etc., he has lined up 
meetings with them. “If we 
bring out the right policies and 
if we have a business that’s 
paying, we'll have young 
people in it, and they are not 
going to carry on tradition’, 
he concluded.

TOWNE MEETING ON 


ATOMIC ENERGY | 


Mr. Toma _ Diamandstein 
from Atomic Energy of Canada 
Ltd., met with Physics and 
Chemistry students at Centre 
Hastings Secondary School on 
February 19 to discuss Can- 
ada’s Nuclear Story. 

Canada’s nuclear technol- 
ogy is directed entirely toward 
the development of peaceful 
uses of Atomic Energy; such 
as, Nuclear reactors for the 
generation of hydro-electric 
power, the production of 
radioactive isotopes used_ in 
treatment of diseases such as 
cancer and in the preservation 
of foods. 


—— 


Mr. Diamandstein describ- 
ed briefly the construction and 
operation of a nuclear reactor, 
pointing out that nuclear fuel 
provides much more power per 
unit mass than other fuels 
such as coal or oil. He showed 
a film describing the produc- 
tion and uses of radioactive 
isotopes. These isotopes are 
sources of either alpha, beta, 
or gamma radiation. One or 
more of these types of 
radiation is very effective in 
sterilizing many kinds of 
harmful bacteria and viruses, 
although it does not cause the 
irradiated material to become 


radioactive. For these reasons, 
radiation is an effective means 
of preserving meaty, fruits, 
and vegetables as well as 
combating diseases such as 
cancer. 

With small radiation sources 
and a geiger counter,. he. 
demonstrated the effective- 
ness of various common 
materials such as wood, 
plastic, aluminum and lead in 
stopping radiation of various 
kinds. : 

We appreciated this first 
hand account of the many 
beneficial uses of nuclear 
energy.

Q. Must I keep receipts for’ 


child care expenses? 

A. Yes. Deductions claimed 
for child care expenses must 
be supported by receipts. The 
name and address of the 
person to whom you make 
payments for child care must 
be provided on all receipts. 
Except for an organization 
such as a day nursery, the 
Social Insurance Number of 
the recipient must also be 
included- on the receipt. You 
wifl not be required to attach 
these receipts to your return 
but you must keep them.in the 
event the Department wishes 
to inspect them. 


Q. How much may be 
deducted for child care expen- 
ses and does it matter to whom 
the payments are made? 

A. A taxpayer may deduct 


the amount actually spent on 


child care provided it does not 
exceed the least of: $500 per 
child, or $2,000 for the family, 
or two-thirds of the taxpayer's 
earned ingome. for the year. 


Q. Can a father deduct 


baby-sitting ops from his 


income? 
‘A. Child care expense can 
be deducted by the father if,

during the year, he was single, 
widowed, divorced or separat- 
ed by a written agreement. He 


\ may also make the deduction if 


the mother is incapable of 
caring for herself. or the 
children or if she is- confined 
for, 14 days or more to bed, 
hospital, ‘wheelchair, mental 
hospital or prison. The father’s 
deduction is limited to $15 per 
week for each child up to $60 
per week. The same limita- 
tions of $500 per child or 
$2,000 per year for the whole 
family also apply in this case. 


Q. When the father and 
mother both work, can either 
of them claim the child care 
expensest ; 

A. No. When both parents 
work only the mother can 
claim the child care expenses. 


Q. Can a mother hire her 
older child as a baby sitter? 

A. The rule is that a mother 
cannot claim the amounts paid 
to a person who is under age 
21, and related to her or her 


husband by blood, marriage or -

First, 
child care expenses are not 
deductible if they are paid to a 
person claimed as a dependent 
for tax purposes by either of 
the parents, or to a person 
under 21 who is related to 
either parent by blood, mar- 
riage or adoption. Secondly, 
any allowable deduction for 


child care expenses must be |. 
supported by a receipt which 
indicates the name, address 
and Social Insurance Number 
of ‘the person to whom 
payments were made.
